su b m it to a rre st if his crim e was dis­ 


covered, 
C rott testified th a t Leop old said: 


“ If my p lan s had w orked ou t ju st 


like I laid them , you fellows wou ld 


n ot have m e here n ow. 
I had in ­ 


ten ded to die ra th e r th an su bm it to 


a rre st. 
I had a bottle of strych n in e 


an d I exp ected to sn atch it u p an d 


sw allow a dose ra th e r than be taken 


by an officer. Bu t 1 had n e rve en ou gh 
to go alon g with the p olicem an the 
first tim e, t<hi,'kin g it wou ld do n o 
h a rm an d I cou ld talk m yself ou t of 
it. 
T hen I thou ght, if I w ere arre ste d 
again , I cou ld u se th e p oison . 
Bu t 
you feliows took me by su rp rise an d 
got m e too qu ickly 
I n ever dream ed 
th a t Dick Loeb wou ld b reak down so 
easily."

A light leaped up on the top of a 
125-foot shaft in Madison sq uare, say s 
the New York World, to burn there 
steadily as a reminder to the living of 
the y outh cut down on the battlefields

the call to defend the nation’s honor 
and made the sacrifice. 
The “eternal light” shaft, gift of 
Rodman Wanamaker, was hewn from 
a century -old pine ki the virgin forests 
of Oregon. 
It is surmounted by a 
star and by a light that never will 
dim. 
A similar eternal light to the 
memory of war dead burns on the 
grave of the unknown soldier, under­ 
neath L’Arc de Triomplie in Paris. 
Gold star mothers and Congressional 
Medal wearers stood beside the hol­ 
low sq uare of marines, soldiers and 
sailors around the shaft as Mr. Wnna- 
maker 
unveiled 
the inscribed pink 
marble base of the shaft. 
A salute to 
the dead reverberated from army can­ 
non, and “The Star-Spangled Banner” 
was play ed. 
“We give this shaft to the city of 
New York in the name of thuse moth­ 
ers we worship, who gave us those 
heroes who paid the supreme sacrifice 
on the field of valor.” Mr. Wanamaker 
said. 
“May It ever shine and be a j 
guide to posterity in the Interests of 
liberty and freedom.” 
May or Hy lan, who made the speech 
of acceptance, declared he dedicated 
the shaft to the mothers who placed 
their own flesh and Mood on the altar 
of sacrifice, and that he further dedi­ 
cated it to the Ideals of the American 
nation.

Washingto n. — Chinese who 
have 
been educated in the United States 
have intro duced American jazz music 
in the Far East, where it is beco ming 
increasingly po pular. 
This is sho wn 
in o fficial dispatches fro m Co nsul Le­ 
ro y Webber at Ho ngko ng and Trade 
Co mmissio ner G. C. Ho ward at Shang­ 
hai. 
Because Chinese music differs so 
radically fro m that o f western peo ple, 
the develo ping craze fo r jazz hand 
music and sympho ny o rchestras means 
un impo rtant trade develo pment, with 
the United States seco nd o nly to Ger­ 
many in supplying the demand fo r in­ 
struments. 
Repo rts fro m Mr. Ho ward sho w that 
Shanghai .has a sympho ny o rchestra o f 
abo ut fifty pieces, playing Sunday af­ 
terno o ns during winter mo nths in the 
to wn hall and at parks several eve­ 
nings a week during the summer. 
A 
brass band o f twenty to twenty-five 
pieces also plays in a park during the 
summer. 
There are so me do zen dance o rches­ 
tras o f five to ten pieces using the in­ 
struments co mmo n in America. 
In the case o f the sympho ny, instru­ 
ments are o wned by the musicians. It 
is a vo lunteer o rganizatio n made up o f 
vario us natio nalities. 
Only a small 
charge Is made fo r admissio n to win­ 
ter recitals, while summer recitals are 
f ree. 
In dance o rchestras the Instruments, 
with the exceptio n o f the piano s, are 
individually o wned, and in mo st cases 
bro ught to Shanghai by the o wners. 
A few co lleges have bands, and there 
Is so me demand fo r instruments fro m 
vario us military o rganizatio ns. 
There is a go o d demand fo r sheet mu­ 
sic in Ho ngko ng, and dealers repo rt 
Impro vement in this line during the 
last few years. 
It Is estimated that 30 per cent rep- 
re sen ted dance music 
and 
po pular 
so ngs and 
the remainder classical, 
semiclassical and band music. 
Impo rts 
fro m 
the United 
States 
have co nsisted chiefly o f dance music 
and po pular so ngs, while mo st o f the 
classical music was o btained fro m co n­ 
tinental Euro pe.

When fanners are making money on their crop s the value of p low land 
runs high and bankrup tcies are few. Reverse the situation and the bankrup tcy 
line takes a straight up ward turn. 
That’s what Is hnp p ening now. 
Farmer 
bankrup tcies are on the increase, land values are sliding down the scale duo 
to the slump of agricultural p rices since the war. 
What does the future hold for hum land owners? Is this the time to buy 
or sell? 
The Sears-Roebuck Agricultural Foundation, aftur comp leting a survey of 
land vnlues covering n p eriod of sixty y ears, p redicts that high land values are 
coming back and rhat within a decade farm land p rices will again be on the 
climb. 
From the day s of the Civil war to around 19 00 farm land values showed lit­ 
tle change. Land was considered a safe Investment. Beginning In 19 00 vfi'ues 
began to rise, by 19 10 the acre p rice had doubled. Still land continued to rise 
chiefly because of the advance ip the p rices of farm p roducts. 
The war brought higher pric es for farm p roducts, crop values Increased. 
The result was a land boom. 
By 19 20 the average p rice of land p er acre was 
$ 9 0, $ 30 higher than In 19 17 at Die op ening of the war. 
Farm bankrup teies 
drop p ed from 2,000 in 19 17 to 1,000 in 19 19 . 
During the p rosp erity p eriod of the war many farms were » ought. 
Po r­ 
ing the land boom it is estimated that 10 p er cent of the country ’s farms 
changed hands. 
Following the war the collap se in p rices of grains and live 
stock sent land values tumbling for the first time In twenty -five y ears. Aver ge 
p low land decreased In value from an average of $ 9 0 p er acre in 19 20 to $ 0' in 
19 23. Crop values p er acre fell from $ 30 in 19 19 to $ 15 in 19 21. 
During the 
p ust two y ears there has been a gradual Increase, the average for 19 22 bt ing 
$ 20 and Inst y ear the average rising to $ 22. Farmer bankrup tcy p roceedings in 
the federal courts Jump ed from 1,000 In 19 20 to 6,000 In 19 23. 
More than 
p er cent of the land owners In 15 corn and wheat p roducing states In the up p er 
Mississip p i valley lost their farms. 
In twenty -flv^ y ears the United States should be p roducing on a domoMe 
basis In p ractically every thing, unless p roduction makes material Incrfm 
hh. 
Peop le are moving from the land. Then the farm-to-city movement will rev, >e 
Itself. 
Land values will Increase with the p rice levels.

Farmers are cutting down hired help . The demand Is estimated at only 
p er cent of normal as comp ared with 9 5 p er cent a y ear ugo, according to a 
statement issued by the Washington office of the Sears-Roebuck Agricultural 
Foundation based on data from government sources. 
The low p urchasing 
p ower of farm p roducts lias forced the fanner to rearrange his op erations. 
He 
Is coming to dep end largely on Ids own and his family 's labor. 
In many cases 
the hired man is being disp ensed with entirely . 
Farm help costs more today than at any other time In the p ast slxty -one 
y ears. 
Wages demanded are higher than a y ear ago and ro'es for 19 23 aver­ 
aged above all p receding y ears. The p eak y ear In the wage scale was In 1020. 
hat y ear labor was scarce. 
According to the accomp any ing chart, in June of 
9 20 the sup p ly was but 73 p er cent of normal, while the demand was 105 |>er 
cent of normal. During the lutter half of .19 20 and through the first six months 
of 19 21, the labor sup p ly curve took a sudden up ward swing, and In June of 
19 21 It was 9 5 p er cent of normal, while demand had drop p ed to 87 p er cent. 
Until In June of 19 22 the sup p ly 
urve continued to rise, reaching Its height at 
105 p er cent of normal, while the demand was but 89 p er cent normal. 
With the beginning of 19 23 city labor wages imp roved. 
Large Industrial 
centers drew farm help city ward. Farmers had to p ay wages out of p rop ortion 
to what the farm could earn to hold their men. 
In June of 19 23 tl*e demand 
saw 9 5 r >r cent of normal, while the sup p ly curve was sagging 
to 84 p er <~ent. 
The latter half of the y ear demand lessened, due to excessive labor costs and 
the increasing sup p ly . This y ear demand lias made still further decline, until 
now it is but 81 p tr cent of normal, while labor sup p ly , which is gradually In­ 
creasing, is estimated around 89 p er cent.

p er cent lncrea.se since January 1, 19 20. 
Production of eggs Increased 
38.3 p er cent between 1920 and 1928 while the 
p op ulation increased only 5.3 p er cent. In the p ast five y ears the estimates of 
egg p roduction have shown n close correlation 
with the estimuted number of 
chickens on hand at the beginning of the y ear, the ratio being 4.G dozens p er 
fowl. 
If the same ratio holds good, egg p roduction in 
1924 will gain 10 to 12 
p er cent over 19 23 when it showed a gain of 33 p er cent over jfour 
y ears ago.

That 
animals carry on 
feuds with 
other animals is a fact 
known to nat­ 
ural history authorities; but 
most ani­ 
mals are prone to avoid hostilities that 
will lead to nothiDg but 
wounds. 
Most 
creatures 
fully 
comprehend 
their own powers and those of others 
capable of inflicting injury, and they 
are unwilling to risk possible hurt or 
even engage in violent effort to little 
purpose. 
Thus, declares a writer in 
the Scientific American, the puma and 
the bears, though undoubtedly possess­ 
ing a hatred for each other due to 
their seeking similar game, hold a 
truce rarely if ever broken. 
Feuds between different species, one 
or both of which threaten the safety 
of the other’s young, are not uncom­ 
mon, und this is the chief cause of 
such hatreds as 
c^Ist between 
the 
wildcat and the wolf, the mink and the 
fox, the raccoon and the weasels. The 
enmity that the crow displays toward 
the hawks Is an example, and it shows 
also by the suspicion with which all 
herbivora 
regard 
members 
of 
the 
larger felines and canines. 
Among the reptiles certain feuds 
exist that arc more difficult to explain; 
such Is the king snake’s desire* to de­ 
stroy all poisonous 
and 
some non- 
venomous species larger and seemingly 
more powerful than itself, says Lon­ 
don Tit-Blts. Nor is It understood why 
the rattlesnake shows a readiness to 
Inflict its horribly aggressive defence 
upon dogs, cats, larger birds and hu­ 
mans, and regards with indifference 
the nearness of liorses and cattle, un­ 
less trodden upon. 
Its enmity for the 
hog is natural enough. 
It may seem strange also, consider­ 
ing the small Intelligence with which 
we credit reptfies in general, that the 
skunk and some snakes readily dis­ 
tinguish from carnivorous animals deer 
and cattle to feed upon the flies that 
they attract.

Prepared by the United States Department 
of A gr i c u l t u r e . ) 
Because in certain of Its experi­ 
mental work it Is necessary to use 
live animals, the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture has on vari­ 
ous occasions been accused of prac­ 
ticing unnecessary cruelty. 
Also 
It 
has been blamed for permitting cruel­ 
ty In the handling of animals, for 
“ xampie in transportation to market. 
Such accusations are without reason­ 
able foundation, says Dr. J ohn 
It. 
Mohler, chief of the bureau of animal 
industry, who maintains that the de­ 
partment’s efforts have resulted in the 
prevention of suffering by millions of 
animals and human beings. 
In carrying on experimental work, 
particularly that which has for its ob­ 
ject the control 
of diseases, 
it 
is 
necessary to use a few animals, but 
n most cases the suffering of the sub­ 
jects is negligible If there is any at 
11. 
If the objectors had had their 
way the suffering among animals and 
human 
beings 
from 
many 
causes 
would now be Infinitely greater than 
it is. 
A few examples should make 
this clear to those who wish to see. 


Cle a n Up Te x a s Fe v e r. 
Previous to 19 0 C the cattle of our 
southern states, an area comprising 
about 
750 ,0 0 0 square miles, were af­ 
fected with Texas fever, a disease 
which annually killed large numbers 
ic.id which so sickenecj, the others that 
hey became poor and were relatively 
unprofitable us producers of meat or 
milk. 
Scientists of the department, 
by the use of a few cattle, discovered 
that the disease was carried from an­ 
imal to animal by the blood-sucking 
attle th‘k, and the natural conclusion 
was that the eradication of the tick 
would 
mean 
the 
disappearance 
of 
Texas fever. 
This proved to be the 
case. 
The department almost imme­ 
diately undertook the stupendous task 
of cleaning out the tick 
from the 
herds of the South,' and already nearly 
three-fourths of the vast territory has 
been cleared of it by dipping the cat­ 
tle at certain intervals in an arsenical 
solution and keeping them off infested 
pastures until the ticks there have 
died. 
As a result, millions of cattle 
have been permitted to live in health 
snd comfort and to provide whole­ 
some food. 
However, the greatest benefit from 
fhls discovery of the part played by 
•he tick was reflected in the advance 
unde in human medicine. The knowl­ 
edge that diseases could be carried by 
nsects was new to medicine and im- 
lodiately led medical men to consider 
he possibility that the spread of some 
» f the baffling diseases of mankind 
■night he explained in this way. 
.As 
a result of investigations In which two 
ohysicinns deliberately sacrificed their 
own lives the dreaded yellow fever 
was found to be carried by a certain 
kind of mosquito and control meas­ 
ures were developed which have prac­ 
tically wiped this plague off the face 
of the earth. 
In the same manner it 
- as found possible to control malaria, 


1 Iso carried by a mosquito, and a 
number of other devastating diseases 
have been found to be insect-borne. 
Was the sacrifice of a few animals, 
und even human beings, worth while? 
It seems a needless question. 


Work e d on Dogs a nd She e p. 
Within the past few years a scien­ 
tist of the department, working on 
the control of internal parasites of do­ 
mestic animals. In which work he used 
dogs and .sheep principally, found that 
a certain chemical was effective In re­ 
moving hookworms. 
His discovery is 
proving 
a 
great 
comfort 
to 
many 
thousands of animals, perhaps mil­ 
lions. 
But 
more 
medical 
Investiga­ 
tors took it up and reports received 
from almost every corner of the world 
show that this cheap chemical is the 
most effective treatment now known 
for fighting the hookworm disease of 
human beings which weakens and de­ 
p re s s e s millions of people. 
Paying no 
attention to the human family, was it 
right to inconvenience a few dogs nqd 
dieep to save millions of their kind 
from an Insidious pest against which 
•hey were helpless? 
One can imagine 
a mighty chorus of harks and bleats 
of approval. 
Each 
year, 
particularly 
on 
the 
western ranges, thousands of cattle, 
sheep and horses are killed or made 
very sick as a result of eating poison 
ous plants. 
In order to determine the 
kinds and quantities of the plants 
which produce these terrible effects 
’he 
Department 
of Agriculture has 
found It necessary to feed suspected 
plants to a few animals. 
Some of 
these unlucky animals suffer and a 
few of them die. but each year the 
millions of live stock on the ranches 
of the west are safer from poisoning, 
for bulletins Issued by the government 
inform the ranchers of the dangerous 
plants so that they may eradicate them 
or keep their flocks and herds away 
from places where they grow. 
The list of benefits from animal ex­ 
perimentation could he lengthened al­ 
most Indefinitely, 
and 
in 
many In­ 
stances more than the indirect eco­ 
nomic 
benefit 
has 
accrued 
to 
the 
human race. 
The battle against ani­ 
mal tuberculosis has cost the lives of 
many of our domestic creatures, but 
diere are now large areas free of this 
•tge-old plague and new counties are 
being added to the free list at fre­ 
quent intervals. 
Need we ask tf the 
development of anti-hog-cholera serum 
has Increased 
or 
decreased 
animal 
- offering? 
It Is practically a sure 
-'•Te rtlv e of the worst dis e a s e at­ 


ta c k ing s wine , but some hogs ha d to 
giv e their lives during the experi­ 
mental stages—and without their con­ 
sen t 
Work to Pre v e nt Suffe ring. 
The Department of Agriculture 1« 
doing all It can In the most practical 
ways 
to 
prevent 
animal 
suffering, 
sometimes Indirectly by using animals 
to discover new facts and sometimes 
directly by enforcing laws providing 
for the human handling of domestic 
animals. The federal enactment known 
as the twenty-eight-hour law, enforced 
by the department, provides that ani­ 
mals being shipped to market must 
not be kept on cars more than 28 
hours without unloading for watering 
and feeding and rest 
Although the 
department receives an appropriation 
of only $25,000 a year for this work, 
it has done much to Increase the com­ 
fort of animals on the way to the 
markets. Within tho past three years, 
according to Dr. Mohler, violations of 
this law have been cut in half. Deaths 
of stock In transit have been reduced 
to considerably less than 1 per cent 
and traveling Inspectors report much 
better conditions of handling, feeding 
and 
watering. 
The railroads have 
paid heavy fines and are making de­ 
termined efforts to have their em­ 
ployees comply strictly with the law. 
It is now rare to see cars of live stock 
shunted between two rows of box cays 
In warm weather; care is taken to 
put 
them 
on 
the 
outside 
tracks. 
Bruised animals are much fewer now. 
The United States has become the 
greatest live stock 
country In 
the 
world, and one of the reasons for the 
attainment of this position Is that In 
this country much time and money 
has been spent in developing methods 
of 
preventing 
and 
eradicating 
dis­ 
eases and adding to animal comfort. 
The scientist has been looking at the 
great herds and flocks that provide so 
much of our wealth and not at the 
Individual 
that followed “ Mary” to 
school.

Farm women ui t muieston county, 
S. C., sold 5,441 pounds of poultry and 
10,388 dozen eggs during 3923, as com­ 
pared with GOO pounds of market poul­ 
try and 1,009 dozen eggs in 1920. This 
large increase in three years was ac­ 
complished, on the part of extension 
workers co-operatively directed by the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture nrnl the state agricultural college« , 
by constantly emphasizing the value of 
pure bred poultry and of the need of 
grading all products. 
The home dem­ 
onstration agent rendered all possible 
assistance In the marketing of these 
products, but the goad results are at­ 
tributed largely to the fact that at 
every meeting held, no matter what 
subject was discussed, poultry was ad­ 
vised as a means of increasing the 
home income. 
Out of 338 women en­ 
rolled in home demonstration work, 70 
improved their flocks by the purchase 
of 
standard-bred 
cockerels or baby 
chicks. 
In addition to selling poultry, 3,337 
pounds of butter and fresh vegetables, 
amounting to $2,368.50, were sold In 
the county. 
The money earned by the 
women in these ways was divided Into 
three portions. 
One part was laid 
away for a rainy day, one part was 
spent in supplying special needs of *iie 
children, or for food or clothing, and 
the third part was spent for home im­ 
provements. 
Among 
these improve­ 
ments, 23 houses were remodeled by 
having additions, new floors, or new 
lighting 
systems. 
Eleven 
women 
bought gasoline irons, two made wheel 
trays and four bought kitchen cabi­ 
nets; fifteen planted fruit trees and 
138 planted Iocr I trees and shrubs to 
beautify the home grounds.

Chicago, Ju ly 20.— Before Chief Ju s­ 


tice Caverly it was testified by De­ 


tective W illiam Crott 
that 
Nathan 


Leopold, Jr., who, with Richard Loeb, 


slew 14-year-old Robert Franks, plan­ 


ned to commit suicide rather than 


submit to arrest if his crime was dis­ 


covered. 
Crott testified that Leopold said: 


“ If my plans had worked out just 


like I laid thorn, you fellows would 


not have me here now. 
I had in­ 


tended to die rather than submit to 


arrest. 
I had a bottle of strychnine 


and I expected to snatch it up and 


swallow a dose rather than be taken 


by an officer. Rut I had nerve enough 


to go along with the policeman the 
first time, thinking it would do no 
harm and I could talk m yself out of 
it. 
Then I thought, if I were arrested 
again, I could use the poison. 
Rut 
you fellows took me by surprise and 
got me too quickly 
I never dreamed 
that Dick Loeb would break down so 
easily.” 
It was after being told ;hat Loeb 
already cwifessed that Leopold told 
his story of the murder. 
Professor E. W . Puttkam er of the 
law department of the U niversity of 
Chicago, an instructor 
of 
Leopold. 
said he had a conversation with Leo­ 
pold 
on 
Wednesday 
following 
the 
murder. 
Asked what Leopold 
said, 
the professor testified: 
“ He asked 
me relative to tho Franks case— what 
the law would be. 
He asked me what 
the situation would be lf it was sup 
posed that the IR tie boy w as taken

with th** intention of 
killing him. 
I said the intention ap­ 
peared obvious, that the purpose was 
to take human life. 
Suppose the vic­ 
tim was killed during the act of kid­ 
naping. would that b*.

A light leaped up on the top of a 
125-foot shaft in Madison square, says 
the New York World, to burn there 
steadily as a rem inder to the living of 
the youth cut down on the battlefields 
of 
France,

m others 
who 
weighed the lives of their sons against 
the call to defend the nation’s honor 
and m ade the sacrifice. 
The “eternal light” shaft, gift of 
Rodman W anam aker, w as hewn from 
a century-old pine kl the virgin forests 
of Oregon. 
It 
is surm ounted by u 
star and by a light that never will 
dim. 
A sim ilar eternal light to the 
memory of w ar dead b u m s on the 
grave of the unknown soldier, under­ 
neath L’Arc de Triom phe in Paris. 
Gold star m others and Congressional 
Medal w earers stood beside the hol­ 
low square of m arines, soldiers and 
sailors around the shaft as Mr. W ana­ 
m aker 
unveiled 
the 
inscribed

Reverse the situation and the bankruptcy 
line takes a straight upward turn 
That’s what Is happening now. 
Farm er 
bankruptcies are on the increase, land values are sliding down the scale due 
to the slump of agricultural prices since the war. 
What does the future hold for la ira land owners? Is this the time to buy 
or sell? 
The Sears-Roebuck Agricultural Foundation, after completing a survey of 
land values covering a period of sixty years, predicts that high land values are 
coming back and that within a d ecad e farm land prices will again be on the climb. 
I rom the days of the Civil war to around 1900 farm land values showed lit­ 
tle change. Land was considered a safe Investment. Beginning In 1900 va'aes 
began to rise; by 1910 the acre price had doubled. Still land continued to rise 
chiefly because of the advance in the prices of farm products. 
The war brought higher prices for farm products, crop values Increased. 
The result was a land boom. 
By 1020 the average price of land per acre was 
$00, $30 higher than In 1917 at ;he opening of the war. 
Farm bankruptcies 
dropped from 2,000 In 1917 to 1,000 in 1919. 
During the prosperity period of the war many farms were Sought. 
Dur­ 
ing the lund boom it is estimated that IO per cent of the country’s farms 
changed hands. 
Following the war the collapse In prices of grains and live 
Stock sent land values tumbling for the first time In twenty-five years. Aver ge 
plow land decreased In value from an average of $90 per acre in 1920 to $0'> in 
1923. Crop values per acre fell from $38 In 1919 to $15 in 1921. 
During rh* 
past two years there has been a gradual increase, the average for 1922 being 
J-’O and last year the average rising to $22. Farm er bankruptcy proceedings in 
the federal courts Jumped from 1,000 in 1920 to 6,000 in 1923. 
More than ^ 
per cent of tile land owners in IC corn and wheat producing states In the upper 
Mississippi valley lost their farms. 
In twenty-fl vjg years the United 
States should be producing on a do mr Mr 
basis in practically everything, unless production makes material 
*»*. 
People are moving from the land. Then the farm-to-city movement will rev. se 
itself. 
Land values will increase with the price levels. 
Bankruptcies will Ie- 
crease with the rise In land values. 
The present tendency in prices Is d< -n. 
They may continue down for a decade. During this time land prices may -ag 
considerably. But with a return of production prices of farm land will go ip.

•ta tem en t issued by the Washington office of the Sears-Roebuck Agricultural 
Foundation bused on data from government sources. 
The low purchasing 
power of farm products has forced the farm er to rearrange his operations. 
He 
b coming to depend largely on ills own and his family's labor. 
In many cases 
the hired man is being dispensed with entirely. 
Farm help costs more today than at any other time In the past slrty-one 
years. Wages demanded are higher than a year ago and n>*es for 1923 aver­ 
aged above all preceding years. The peak year in the wage scale was in 1920. 
hat year labor was scare**. 
According to the accompanying chart, in June of 
920 the supply was but 73 per cent of normal, while the demand was 10~ per 
cent of normal. During the latter half of .1920 and through the first six months 
of 1921, the labor supply curve took a sudden upward swing, and in June of 
1921 It was 95 per cent of norma!, while demand had dropped to 87 per cent. 
Until In Jun<* of 1922 the supply ain e continued to rise, reaching its height at 
105 per cent of normal, while th** demand was but 89 per cent normal. 
With the beginning of 1923 city labor wages improved. 
Large industrial 
centers drew farm help cltyu in! 
Farmers had to pay wages out of proportion 
to what the farm eould earn to hold their men.

Being Increased 


Everything Is Being Done iii 
Most Practical Ways to 
Prevent Suffering. 


Prepared by th® United States Department 
of Agriculture.) 
Because in certain of its experi­ 
mental work it is necessary to use 
live animals, the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture has on vari­ 
ous occasions been accused of prac­ 
ticing unnecessary cruelty. 
Also it 
lias been blamed for permitting cruel­ 
ty In tile handling of animals, for 
example In transportation to market. 
8ueb accusations are without reason­ 
able foundation, says Dr. John It. 
Molder, chief of the bureau of anima! 
industry, who maintains that the de­ 
partment’s efforts have resulted in the 
prevention of suffering by millions of 
animals and human beings. 
In carrying on experimental work, 
particularly that which has for Its ob­ 
ject the control of diseases, it 
is 
necessary to use a few animals, hip 
n most cases the suffering of the sub 
lects is negligible if there is any at 
•ii. 
If the objectors had had their 
.ray the suffering among animals and 
human 
beings 
from 
many 
causes 
would now be infinitely greater than 
It is. 
A few examples should make 
this clear to those who wish to see. 
Clean Up Texas Fever. 
Previous to 1006 the cattle of our 
southern states, an area comprising 
about 750,000 square miles, were af­ 
fected with Texas fever, a disease 
which annually killed large numbers 
. .id which so sickened the others that 
I hey became poor and were relatively 
unprofitable as producers of meat or 
milk. 
Scientists of the department, 
by the use of a few cattle, discovered 
that the disease was carried from an­ 
imal to animal by the blood-sucking 
attle tick, and the natural conclusion 
was that the eradication of the tick 
would 
mean 
the 
disappearance 
of 
Texas fever. 
This proved to be the 
case. 
The department almost Imme­ 
diately undertook the stupendous task 
of cleaning out the tick from the 
herds of the South,* and already nearly 
three-fourths of the vast territory has 
been cleared of it by dipping the rat­ 
tle at certain intervals in an arsenicai 
solution and keeping them off Infested 
pastures until the ticks there have 
died* 
As a result, millions of cattle 
have been permitted to live In health 
and comfort and to provide whole­ 
some food. 
However, the greatest benefit from 
ibis discovery of the [tart played by 
‘he tick was reflected In the advance 
made In human medicine. The knowl­ 
edge that diseases could he carried by 
ascots was new to medicine and im- 
.1 ' {lately led medical men to consider 
he possibility that tile spread of some 
>f the baffling diseases of mankind 
night be explained in this way. 
As 
a result of Investigations In which two 
physicians deliberately sacrificed their 
i n lives the dreaded yellow fever 
was found to be carried by a certain 
hind of mosquito and control meas­ 
ures were developed which have prac­ 
tically wiped this plague off the face 
of the earth. 
In the same manner it 
as found possible to control malaria, 
also carried by a mosquito, and a 
number of other devastating diseases 
have been found to be insect-borne. 
Was the sacrifice of a few animals, 
and even human beings, worth while? 
It seems a needless question. 


W orked on D ogs and Sheep, 
Within the past few years a scien­ 
tist of the department, working on 
the control of internal parasites of do- 
mecQc animals, in which work he use I 
dogs and sheep principally, found that 
a certain chemical was effective In re­ 
moving hookworms.

Some of 
these unlucky animals suffer and a 
few of them die, but each year the 
millions of live stock or. the ranches 
of the west are safer from poisoning, 
for bulletins Issued by the government 
Inform the ranchers of the dangerous 
plants so that they may eradicate them 
or keep their flocks and herds away 
from places where they grow. 
The list of benefits from animal ex­ 
perimentation could he lengthened nl- 
most Indefinitely, and In many ln- 
-••t onces more than the Indirect eco­ 
nomic benefit 
has 
accrued 
to 
the 
human race. 
The battle against ani­ 
lla! tuberculosis has cost the lives of 
many of our domestic creatures, hut 
I here are now large areas free of this 
age-old plague und new counties are 
being added to the free list at fre- 
pient Intervals. 
Need we ask if tile 
levelopment of anti-hog-cholera serum 
bus Increased or decreased animal 
offering? 
It is practically a sure 
•avertive of the worst discs— at­ 


tacking swine, but some hogs had to 
give their lives during the experi­ 
mental stages—and without their con­ 
sent 
Work to Prevent Suffering. 
The Department of Agriculture Is 
doing all it can in the most practical 
ways 
to 
prevent 
animal 
suffering, 
sometimes Indirectly by using animals 
to discover new facts and sometimes 
directly by enforcing laws providing 
for the human handling of domestic 
animals. The federal enactment known 
as the twenty-eight-hour law, enforced 
by the department, provides that ani­ 
mals being shipped to market must 
not be kept on cars more than 28 
hours without unloading for watering 
and feeding and rest 
Although the 
department receives an appropriation 
of only $25,000 a year for this work, 
it has done much to increase the com­ 
fort of animals on the way to the 
markets. Within tho past three years, 
according to Dr. Motlier, violations of 
this law have been cut In half. Deaths 
of stock in transit have been reduced 
to considerably less than I per cent 
and traveling Inspectors report much 
better conditions of handling, feeding 
and watering. 
The railroads have 
paid heavy fines and are making de­ 
termined efforts to have their em­ 
ployees comply strictly with the law. 
It is now rare to see cars of live stock 
shunted between two rows of box cars 
in warm weather; care is taken to 
put 
them 
on 
the 
outside 
tracks. 
Bruised animals are much fewer now. 
The United States has become the 
greatest live stock 
country in the 
world, and one of the reasons for the 
attainment of this position is that in 
this country much time and money 
has been spent in developing methods 
of preventing and 
eradicating dis­ 
eases and adding to animal comfort. 
The scientist has been looking at the 
great herds and flocks that provide so 
much of our wealth and not at the 
individual that followed “Mary" to 
school.

Poultry Products Sold by 
South Carolina Women. 


(Prepared by the United State* Department 
of Agriculture.) 
Farm women ut i uaneston county, 
S. C,, sold 5,441 pounds of poultry and 
10,388 dozen eggs during 1023, as com­ 
pared with OOO pounds of market poul­ 
try and 1,000 dozen eggs In 1920. This 
large increase in three years was ac­ 
complished, on the part of extension 
workers co-operatively directed by the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture and the state agricultural colleges, 
by constantly emphasizing the value of 
pure bred poultry and <»f the need of 
grading all products. 
The home dem­ 
onstration agent rendered all possible 
assistance in tile marketing of these 
products, but th© good results are at­ 
tributed largely to the fact that at 
every meeting held, no matter what 
subject was discussed, poultry was ad­ 
vised ns a means of increasing the 
home income. 
Out of 138 women en­ 
rolled in home demonstration work, 70 
improved their flocks by tile purchase 
of standard-bred cockerels or baby 
chicks. 
In addition to selling poultry, 3,337 
pounds of butter and fresh vegetables, 
amounting to $2,368.50, were sold in 
the county. The money earned by the 
women in these ways was divided into 
three portions. 
One part was laid 
awny for a rainy day, one part was 
silent in supplying special needs of She 
children, or for food or clothing, and 
the third part was spent for home im­ 
provements. 
Among these improve­ 
ments, 23 houses were remodeled by 
having additions, new floors, or new 
lighting 
systems. 
Eleven 
women 
bought gasoline irons, two made wheel 
trays and four bought kitchen cabi­ 
nets; fifteen planted fruit trees and 
138 planted local trees and shrubs to 
beautify the home grounds.
